WASHINGTON (I P)— Uncle Sam is opening his wallet 
wider and preparing to give the slumping economy an im­ 
portant lift in 19 61. 
As a m atter of fact, increasing federal spending already 
has b een a b ig factor in limiting the extent of the b usiness 
decline. 
But m ore im portant, the Eisen-j 
hewer adm inistration has set the , 
pattern 
for 
continued 
increases 
during: the new year. If anythin*, 
President-elect John F. Kennedy 
is likely to give the 
trend an 
additional b oost. 
Federal Spending 
Federal spending is 
the 
m ost 
im portant single prop under the 
economy. 
Federal 
program s a c ­ 
count for b etter than $1 out of 
every $10 spent in this country 
for 
goods 
and 
sendees 
of 
all 
kinds. 
The latest figures show that fed­ 
eral purchases of goods and serv­ 
ices increased during July, August 
and Septem b er to an annual rate 
of $52.7 b illion. In Octob er, Novem ­ 
b er and D ecem b er the rate prob ­ 
ab ly approached $51 b illion. 
Revised Budget 
On the b asis of the revised fed­ 
eral b udget estim ates issued in 
Octob er, som e experts here say 
the purchasing rate will clim b to 
ab out $55 b illion in the first three 
m onths of 19 61. They predict a 
further advance to ab out $55.5 b il­ 
lion in April, M ay and June. 
These estim ates m ay prove con­ 
servative. They do not take into 
account defense stepups ordered 
since early Octob er, possib le new’ 
program s to b e initiated b y the 
Kennedy adm inistration, and the 
stim ulating effect of E isenhow er’s 
new program to stem the gold 
drain b y spending m ore a t hom e 
and less ab road. 
Annual R ate Up 
Even so. these estim ates indi­ 
cate that the annual rate of fed­ 
eral purchases w ill clim b b y n ear­ 
ly $3 b illion b etw een the end of 
last Septem b er and next June SO. 
Significantly, this increase will co­ 
incide 
w ith 
wdiat 
prob ab ly will 
prove 
the 
econom y’s 
roughest 
m onths. By this token. It will b e 
an im portant anti-recession factor. 
And should a m ajor recession 
develop, K ennedy has repeatedly 
said he w’ould turn to deficit spend­ 
ing as a pum p-prim ing device. In 
addition, he has indicated he w’ould 
urge b igger defense outlays than 
those 
now* 
program m ed 
b y 
the 
Eisenhow er adm inistration. 
As things now stand, an increase 
in defense contracting late in 19 60 
portends further spending increases 
in the last half of 19 61. There 
always is a lag b etween contract­ 
ing and spending. 
The new’ restrictions on overseas 
spending—designed to deprive for­ 
eigners of dollars that could b e 
used to b uy A m erican gold—also 
should give the econom y a notice­ 
ab le lift.
